Ike’s Report To President To Be Cautious, Optimistic

ZZ — General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's first 
report to President Truman as 
supreme commander of t h e 
North Atlantic treaty 
forces 
t i will be one of cautious op­ 
timism concerning the will of 
the Western Europeans to de­ 
fend themselves. 
He will tell the 
President 
that he believes the United 
States should risk 
participat­ 
ing 
in the 
land 
defense of 
Western Europe. 
He will not, however, advo­ 
cate sending over to Europe a 
large 
American 
army 
im- 
6 mediately. 


Instead, he will recommend 
that 
a 
limited 
number 
of 
American troops be sent over 
gradually during the next 
18 
months to keep pace on a rea­ 
sonable ratio basis with 
the 
military forces which the Eur­ 
opean 
allies 
create 
t h e m ­ 
selves. 
This is the general impres­ 
sion correspondents gathered 
from listening to “ Ike” him­ 
self, to his staff and to t h e 
European political and 
mili­ 
tary leaders with whom he 
talked in the course of the ex­ 
ploratory trip he is now com­ 
pleting. 


In the light of these impres­ 
sions. correspondents believe 
Eisenhower is likely to make 
the following additional major 
points in his report to Presi­ 
dent Truman: 
1. — That Western 
Europe 
can, in his opinion, be made 
sufficiently defensible to d i s- 
courage a 
Russian a t t a c k 
against it if the allied Euro­ 
pean governments and people 
will “ put their heart” into the 
job and make a supreme ef­ 
fort to re-arm quickly and ef­ 
fectively;

2.—That defeatism and ap­ 
athy can be overcome in West­

3.—That more

citi­ 
zens a clearer 
understanding 
of the vital issues involved in 
the struggle between the free 
world and Soviet imperialism; 
4.—That America must do 


what it can to help and en­ 
courage the European allies to 
build up strong military forces 
because the defense of West­ 
ern Europe, with its industrial 
power, resources 
and skilled 
workers is, in his opinion, es­ 
sential to the security of the 
United States. 
While 
recommending 
that, 
starting this Spring or S u m ­ 
mer, 
a 
limited 
number 
of 
American troops be sent to 
Western Europe, Eisenhower 
will 
definitely 
not 
advocate 
anything like the ten divisions 
that some European political 
leaders have been urging as a

WASHINGTON, Jan 22—State

It tore up rail lines, 
bowled over rolling stock and 
knocked down the trees in its 
path.” 
Some villages have been evac­ 
uated entirely and l i v e s t o c k 
driven to safety. 
Swiss troops 
were rushed to strategic areas 
with mine-throwers designed to 
blast away dangerous snow for­ 
mations. 
The rise in temperatures brok# 
the crust of the old snow layers 
and sent thousands of tons of the 
powdery mass thundering down 
the m< untainsides. 
The fresh buzzards piled the 
snow in drifts that reached as 
high as 30 feet in some sec­ 
tions. 
The new blizzards came on th# 
heels of the heaviest snowfall in 
30 years to cause a nearly-com­ 
plete breakdown in communica­ 
tions and make transportation 
next to impossible. 
The London Evening Standard 
in a dispatch from Geneva said 
that a camp of some 200 people 
high in the Austrian alps had 
been buried in an avalanche.
